Interviewer: ''We think of you as having researched Uri Geller, 
Israel, and Arigo, Brazil... 


Dr. Puharich: "You forget Eileen Garrett and Peter Hurkos and a 
few other people before your time. I started 25 years ago and 
met some really interesting people." 


Int: "The reason we brought this up -- not that you're burned 
out after these two discoveries -- but to you feel that you've 
done it? Or do you feel like you have another big one waiting?" 


Doc: 'Oh, yeah I have another bigger one than Geller or any of 
them in the frying pan right now. 


Int: "Is this the Geller children that you've discovered?" 


Doc: ''No, I just finished a book on that. I just finished a 
study of 34 kids who are all in the Geller category; but they all | 
do different things. Some of them are mathematicians, some... 


Int: "Is this in England mostly?" 


Doc: "All over the world. I collected them. I find them in 
Israel, Mexico, Canada, all over." 


Int: "What is the title of your book?" 


Doc: "''Time No Longer’. That is simply the case: The limita- 
tions of time have now been overcome in these new people. The 
title is from a Biblical quote, as usual.''(Published by Double- 
day and supposed to have been released in January 1980.) 


Int: "Do you usually spend little time with hardcore skeptics?" 


Doc: "No, I have got to face them because they show up in the 
audiences. Magicians follow me around and they try to knock down 
anything I say. It's a whole routine. It's an annoying situa- 
tion because they dont have the facts. They are like people who 
still think the earth is flat. They are not subject to growth." 


Int: "When you meet those skeptics, do you feel some sort of re- 
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sponsibility to work on them?" 


Doc: ''No, because I am not a teacher, either. I have to appear 
publickly once in awhile before my peers. But I dont try to con- 
vert anybody." 


THE OLD HUMANITY IS PHASING OUT 


Int: ''What could be bigger than meeting 34 individuals with spe- 
cial psychic talents? Is it the UFO interaction, the higher con- 
sciousness that we are moving into? Or that is moving into us?" 


Doc: "Well, I think from what I have learned, the whole old type 
of humanity is phasing out. It's what the occultists called the 
5th Root Race which is at its end; and the new root race, that's 
what these kids are, the 6th root race; you guys are probably 
part of the new race. I'm part of the old, the old dinosaur crea- 
tures, and they phase out slowly. The new ones, if they are suc- 
cessful -- I mean as a species that has to adapt -- they will pro- 
bably dominate the planet in a few thousand years, hopefully, with 
a whole new way of life. Ideas, and all this hardware we live by 
and so on, will all be gone. Because I think things will become 
mental operations, teletransporting. .. " 


The Root Race idea is from Theosophical literature, but there 
we read that the 6th Root Race will not be coming in for thousands 
of years yet. We are in the transition period between the 5th and 
6th Sub Races of the 5th Root Race, the Aryan. The 5th Sub Race 
can be generally identified as the Euro-American civilization, with 
emphasis on separateness and individuality. The new 6th Sub Race 
will emphasize brotherhood and cooperation. It is they who will 
unify the planet under one world government and prepare the earth 
for membership in the Interplanetary Confederation. 


These evolutionary patterns are governed by Rays of spiritual 
energy from the Sun. Some of their effects are being identified by 
science as ELF waves, though the larger, evolutionary influences 
are still the domain of occult science. They are discussed at length 
by the Master D.K. in the book, ''The Destiny of Nations", through 
Alice Bailey. On page 32 he writes: "At this time the whole world 
is embroiled in the chaos and turmoil incident upon the clashing 
of the forces of the sixth and seventh rays. As one ray passes 
out and another comes into manifestation and their impact upon the 
earth and upon all the forms in all the kingdoms of nature has 
reached the point where the two influences are equalised, then a 
definite point of crisis is reached. This is what has occurred 
today, and humanity, subjected to two types or forms of energy, 
is thrown ‘off centre’ and hence the intense difficulty and tension 
of the present world period. . . You have a meeting of many con- 
flicting forces (which can roughly be identified as either Piscean 
or Aquarian, RHC) and the world Arjuna is faced with a stupendous 
battle -- ome that is recurrent and cyclic but which will, in this 
particular era, prove a decisive and determining factor in the age 
old conflict between material domination and spiritual control. 
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Int: "Are they genetically dif- 
ferent?"

PISCEAN vs AQUARIAN, THE GREAT RANGE OF CONFLICT 


Int: "How can that be maintained, that kind of conflict between 
inner and outer personalities? You would think that they would 
put the two together." 


Doc: "It's a terrible struggle. I think they have more problems 
in getting it together than ordinary people because the range of 
their conflict is greater." 


Int: 'But we step into that realm once in awhile -- on a drug or 
through a mystical experience like just walking out into the forest. 
It doesn't seem to be separated from the UFO trip." 


Doc: “I dont think so.” 
Int: "They are directly linked?" 


Doc: "I've been trying to tell the world for five years, but no 
one is listening." (And BSRF has been trying to tell the world for 
35 years! "Flying Saucers and the New Consciousness", $2.75) 


Int: "Why didn't they step in during World War II, like in Nazi 
Germany?" 


Doc: "We have no evidence in history that they've ever stepped 
into anything. That's rule Number 1. They dont interfere with 
any one's affairs or violate anybody's free will. That's my ex- 
perience. (And dramatized many times, rule No. 1, on 'Star Trek' ) 
I dont know of any place that they ever stepped in unless you want 
to make a big story about Moses in Egypt and that stuff. There is 
no evidence for that." 


Int: 'Does that mean they are insensitive or immoral?" 
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THE MESSAGE FROM OUTER SPACE: "THIS IS A 
MORAL UNIVERSE." 


Doc: "No, I think they say in my book ("Uri" 
Doubleday, New York, 1974) that they had con- 
versations with various representatives down 
here. They say the fundamental ruling in the 
universe is that nobody's free will can be 
violated because you rob the person of the 
Opportunity of growth in evolution by either 
suppressing them or accelerating them or 
whatever, andsothat'sano-no in their rule 
book. So man, if he's going to slaughter him- 
self, that is his problem in evolution and : Sy ‘ 
that is the price he has to pay for his be- ANDRIJA PUHARLCH. 
havior. If everything is going smooth and 

great, fine; they are learning and evolving." 


Int: "However, your book 'Uri' points out that they would step 
in to prevent the destruction of the earth, and in fact that is 
why they did interfere in the Arab-Israeli war." 


Doc: "Well you notice, though, that there was a subtle point 
there that was not articulated, but I thought sensitive people 
would get the point. They did not step in directly; they called 
upon human will to to the stepping in, and I had to run my ass 
off dealing with the Israeli General Staff and the Chief of In- 
telligence. They (UFOs) did very little. I mean we did 90% of 
the work. But the boost we got made it possible. Without our 
ability -- our ability, shit, I wasn't even involved! It was 
Uri's ability to screw up radar and tanks and guns -- you know, 
really demonstrate his power. They wouldn't have believed a 
word," 


Int: "What did you do?" 


Doc: ‘Well, I dont want to put it on record because it's a very 
sensitive thing, especially for Uri Geller. He is always worried 
that somebody is going to kill him. You know, if they know what 
he can really do in the military. You talk to Uri. He's very 
paranoid." 

Int: “I. see; as loose as he is. « = 

Doc: ''Look, when -- I see a lot of things he is careful of -- 
peace comes between the Arabs and the Jews, then we can talk about 
it; but right now (1977) it is ultra-sensitive." 


Int: "Does Uri get any death threats?" 


Doc: 'I dont know if he does actually, but he is afraid of them. 
It drives me nuts to travel with him." 


Int: ''He doesn't have any bodyguards, does he?” 


Doc: "Well, Shipi is a bodyguard; and he is like an antenna that 
smells anything. He is a super bodyguard, a super space kid." 
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Int: ''Does he have abilities?" 


Doc: ''He never manifested a single ability, except his incredible 
watchdog sensitivity." 


Int: ‘What a lucky break to get someone who can stay back in the 
wings." 

Doc: 'Shipi is like non-visible. The magicians say he is an ac- 
complice. But he is actually a watchdog. That's his function; 
so he does it like the watchdog, like a trained German shepherd." 


WHERE DID YOU START YOUR HUMAN EVOLUTION? 
Int: "What planet are you from?" 
Doc: "I'm not from any planet." 


Int: "Well, you took these kids back -- hypnosis, past-life re- 
gression -- and they all have stated that they came from differ- 
ent civilizations. Now all of us must have, right?" 


And the interviewer might have added that these advanced souls 
came here to help mankind through this present crisis. This is what 
Dr. Puharich told Maurice Barbanell, editor and publisher of the 
London "Psychic News'', when he was interviewed there in 1977. 


Docs “Right.” 


Int: 'So you have never explored your own? Have you gotten any 
insight into that?" 


Doc: "I dont come from any planet. I came from empty space in 
between planets." 


They all laugh and interviewer Howard comments: "It's either 
Sheboygan or Des Moines." 


Int: "There are theories that man evolves spiritually and mater- 
ially. But when his psychic powers surfaced, as in Salem, he was 
killed off. The entire society seems geared to prevent this type 
of person from emerging." 


The Salem, Massachusetts Witchcraft Trials of 1692 came up 
in the Mark Probert seances on March 13, 1949 when Control Prof. 
Luntz brought in Cotton Mather, the Christian bigot who was one 
of the chief instigators of the Trials. In the several pages of 
discussion by the sitters with Mather (BSRF No. 10-B, $2.50) he 
makes only one brief reference to his years of frying in his own 
self-created hell: "Believe me, I had a lot of spit-turning when 
I first came over here (he died in 1728). Man cannot commit de- 
gradations upon his fellowman and escape. The law of conscious- 
ness will not permit it..." 


Doc: "Well, it's a very peculiar situation. They dont have 
strength in the way that they have muscle strength or gun strength 
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or legal strength or financial strength, but this kind of peculiar 
strength in water that eventually grinds down granite and mountains. 
That's their kind of strength. 


THE TWILIGHT OF THE GODS, THE OLD GODS, THAT IS! 


"The ones who have the material power now, are going to strangle 
themselves with too much materialism, high blood pressure, cancer, 
pollution, you name it. The whole ecological scene is collapsing; 
and those those people, they cant survive under those conditions; 
they will go the way of the Dinosaurs. 


"The other people I deal with, the younger ones, tend to go out on 
the edge of civilization and try to make it on their own, in the 
forest and mountains and so on, and they are ae) preparing 
themselves. They dont know that there is going to be an enormous 
attrition of life as we know it. You know you can see it all around. 
You dont have to be a magician to know that; and so, to that extent, 
they have a kind of softness which cant be identified with sticks 
and stones and steel. But on the other hand they have a toughness. 
They survive. But if it was an open armed conflict, as with witch- 
Grace, no I dont think that they could survive. They' re not that 
pa 


Int: ''But they may survive because they are irrelevant, i.e., 
because they chose to be on a farm in New Hampshire. They are 
tolerated." 


Doc: "It depends. So much depends on how they evolve; and I think 
we have to see two or three generations of them. I've only seen 
second generations. As far as I've seen, the young kids who have 
young kids -- and it takes several generations to see how they adapt 
in terms of their advisably superior foresight, their clairvoyance 
and intuition, ESP, their abilities to influence matter. Even they 
might be clever in introducing mutations in plants that are bene- 
ficial to their way of life. A lot of powers they have can be 
brought into play, too." 


Int: "However, this emergence of a new race of humans wasn't 
man's decision. At least it Bocen" t seem to be.” 


Doc: "Well, what decisions are man's? Just to give you a refer- 
ence frame -- what the hell do we decide? Nothing. Everything 

is given. What do we decide? I mean a few characters decide this 
or that, but man decides very little on this planet. We area 
product of natural evolution. We can seed it once in a while -- 
enough to survive on our own -- but we dont decide very much. The 
water we drink, the weather, the food -- it is all given. We dia 
not produce a single genetic strain. We just modified some stocks.” 


Int: ''There seems to be a linking up. I mean, when our technology 
reaches the point of the atom bomb and traveling to the moon, and 
then all of a sudden Clark writes his book, ‘Childhood's End’, and 
these children appear; now is it a product of natural evolution or 
is there someone out there pushing buttons?” 
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THE MOVEMENT TOWARD ORDER, NEGENTROPY 


Doc: "Well, I think we have to redefine natural evolution. I 
dont personally think there was a natural evolution in the sense 
of Darwin or Wallace or somebody who taught it; that was a very 
specialized point of view, natural selection. But. 1 dont think 
a genetic structure was created by a blind, chance combination 
of hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen (Dont forget Carbon, Doc, the 
all-important fourth element! RHC). I just dont believe that. 


"I do know that the laws of quantum mechanics are rightly built 
into those items and they could give rise to all kinds of forms. 

If you take the ultimate conclusion of quantum mechanics, you are 
going to come up with some kind of probability curve with always 
the uncertainty of any outcome of any combination of things. 

When you look at genetic blueprinting, generation after generation 
after generation, I mean it kind of defeats the laws of quantum 
mechanics. That's where you get your notion of Negentropy (Entropy 
is the movement towards disorder and is the Second Law of Thermo- 
dynamics. Negentropy is its opposite: movement towards Order.) 


"So I personally think that natural evolution has always been under 
the guidance of some kind of superior intelligence who could take 

a handful of atoms and, with a mind just like these kids' or Gel- 
ler's, can dematerialize something or himself and teletransport 

and so on. And I think they created these millions and millions 
and millions of living things that we know of on this planet, 

and God knows how many trillions and trillions of things on other 
planets. So I think natural evolution has to be redefined. 


"My own opinion is that every few thousand years someone drops in 
from some other advanced civilization and looks the garden over 
and says, ‘Hmmm, I'll push this a little bit,' and then they go 
away for a few thousand years. I think a lot of devaluation has 
to be done to a lot of cherished notions that we're stuck with." 


Int: ''What you are saying is that, besides an internal source 
of evolution, there is an intelligent external one; that Mother 
Nature, so to speak, has a conscious brain similar to ours?" 


Doc: "Yeah, I think there is an intelligence hierarchy in the 
Universe and we are probably somehwere at the bottom of the scale, 
and some day when we get up there, billions of years from now, 
we'll look back." 


Int: "There isn't any chance that the experiment has gotten so 
out of hand that we can override the better intentions?" 


Doc: ''You mean the earth experiment? Oh, I dont think it's got- 
ten out of hand. I think it could be reversed tomorrow if every- 
body decided it should be reversed. But the trouble is that most 
humans are asleep. Most people dont really know what is going 

on out there. They dont want to know.” 


Here Dr. Puharich paraphrases the Master speaking to the 
Disciples 2000 years earlier about the "sleep" of the multitudes: 
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- Because they seeing, see not; and hearing, hear they not, 
neither do they understand.'' Then He refers back to Isaiah making 
the same complaint 500 years earlier: "By hearing ye shall hear 
and not understand; and seeing ye shall see, and shall not per- 
ceive.'' Then Jesus continues: "For this people's heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes they 
have closed; lest at any time they should see with their eyes, 

and hear with their ears, and should understand with their heart, 
and should be converted (awakened), and I should heal them." 


THE "NEW REALITY" OF THE AQUARIAN AGE 


Int: "There is a kind of implicit optimism in your feelings that 
eventually this higher person will prevail, because the higher 
being always prevails, and I dont know why this has to be true. 
If the experiment has gotten a little bit out of hand, then this 
outer materialistic shell of ours can really prevail.” 


Doc: "I'll tell you why I'm optimistic. I think I have been privy 
to a lot of experiences which show me the power of the mind, as 
manifested in these kids. The mind can override anything -- ma- 
teriality, energy (including nuclear weapons) and so on. That is 

my starting point, you see. That knowledge is not classical physics, 
it 18 not Classical biology, it*s not classical anything. This is 
really a new point of view. The mind can override anything; but 
higher minds can override and control anything. i 


It was awareness of this New Reality and the need to share 
this idea with other like-minded people that caused Meade Layne 
to start the Round Robin Journal of Borderland Research in 1945. 
For Dr. Andrija Puharich it was forcefully brought home to him 
in 1971 when he was researching the psychic powers of Uri Geller 
in Israel. From Chapter Six of his book "Uri": 


"On December 28, 1971, at 9:07 P.M. Uri called me while I 
was in the Sharon Hotel dining room having dinner with Ila Ziebell, 
who had just come to Israel. He seemed in such a state of alarm 
on the phone that I became deeply worried. He would not say what 
was wrong but begged me to come to his apartment immediately. I 
asked him if I could bring Ila along, and he said that would ac- 
tually be helpful. We stopped dinner in mid-course and took a 
¢ab to Uri’s apartment. 


"When we walked in he was alone, dressed in a bathrobe. He 
looked at us with red eyes. 'I cant tell you what happened, but 
I cried. Do grown men cry?" he pleaded. 

""Yes, Uri, I have cried when someone I loved died,' I said. 

"He asked us to sit down. He fiddled with his hands aimlessly, 
wanting to talk, yet somehow constrained. Finally, it came out in 
bits. He had been secretly in love with a woman for the past five 
years. Her situation was such that they could only meet secretly 
at rare intervals. An hour and a half earlier he had actually 
placed a revolver to his head to end his life, but something made 
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him put down the weapon and calledme instead. I was profoundly 
shocked at his deep depression and at the thought that he might 
die violently, as had Arigo (The Brazilian healer whom Puharich 
had researched years earlier.) 


""Uri, please showme the gun!" I demanded. Uri walked into 
his bedroom and handed me a revolver in a brown leather case. I 
looked at the revolver; it was a .38-caliber Rossi loaded with 
six bullets. 


""Uri, this gun in your hands really disturbs me. Please, 
may I take it?' I asked. 


"Uri insisted he was all right now. I offered to spend the 
night at his place; he refused. I invited him to spend the night 
at my hotel; he refused. But through all this discussion, he 
refused to part with the gun, insisting that he was all right. 
Finally, he agreed to go to the house of a friend he trusted, 
Sarah Bursak. At midnight we walked with Uri some four blocks 
to Sarah's house and left him in her charge. 


AMNESIA, BUT NOT QUITE TOTAL 


"I called Uri the next morning and casually inquired how 
he was. He said, "Fine. Why do you ask in such a serious way?' 


""Well, I was concerned about what you said last night.' 
""What do you mean? What did I say?' he asked. 
""Dont you remember?" I asked in disbelief. 


""No, only that you and Ila were here and we walked over 
to Sarah's house," he said. 


"I realized that Uri was not depressed and that I could 
talk very frankly with him. I then repeated very briefly what 
he had said about his secret love and the gun. He was stunned 
by my words. 


Do you mean I said all that? Well, I dont remember saying 
any of it. It is true about the girl, but it couldn't be true 
about the gun. I haven't had that gun for two months; it is at 
Shipi's house.

BUT IT IS A GOOD EXAMPLE OF HIDDEN MIND CONTROL! 


"These two days' events numbed me. Sarah and Uri exerpienced 
one sequence, and Ila and I experienced another, in the same time 
frame. I had discovered the truth about Uri's deepest secret, 
had had a gun in my hand that felt real, and had had a phone call 
experience that is real in my mind to this day. But most of all 
I realized that the four of us had had an experience imprinted 
on our minds by what could only be the agency of IS. I finally 
learmed that, given the existence of IS, I could never again know 
which of my experiences were directly imposed upon me by IS and 
which were not. 


"I have never been so deeply shaken in my life as when I 
realized the full implication of this power of IS. I thought 
back to December 7 when Uri had walked toward a flashing blue 
light in an open field and had come back with my brass pen car- 
tridge. All this could have been an illusion, similar to the 
one of the past two days. Although I still have the brass pen 
cartridge, I know it could have ‘appeared’ in Uri's hand, with- 
out lending any credence to the possible presence of spacecraft. 
All I can vouch for is my experience, which I'd already come to 
realize could have been artificially imprinted by IS... 
("Uri", Doubleday, New York 1974) 


Yes, Dr. Puharich's education in occult science took a giant 
step forward with that December 1971 experience in Israel. No 
amount of rationalizing on his part, nor of any other skeptic, 
could erase or negate the reality of that shocking experience. He 
knew that other minds could override his because they had more 
power -- though they weren't necessarily higher than his; for 
this editor believes that Puharich and Geller were dealing with 
advanced Elemental forces. 


It is not surprising that this power of mind over mind was 
dramatized in one of the most forceful of the "Star Trek" episodes, 
"The Menagerie", first aired to the nation Nov. 17 & 24, 1966. It 
was written by Gene Roddenberry, creator of "Star Trek'', and was 
the pilot for the series. It isn't likely that we will ever see 
a clearer representation of the efforts of Masters and Adepts to 
direct unawakened human beings along the evolutionary path laid 
down by the Creators of Star Systems, Solar Systems, and by Plan- 
etary Logoi -- as the Talosians sought to kidnap and bring in to 
their over-cerebralized and weakened race stronger stock from a 
younger, more virile system such as ours. We know now that such 

"seeding" between planets and systems goes on all the time. We'll 
take up Dr. Puharich's meeting with Gene Roddenberry in the next 
Journal.

When Meade Layne started the Round Robin journal of the Bor- 
derland Sciences Research Associates in 1945, he did it on the 
basis of what he called The New Realism. Writing to a sceptical 
physicist and science fiction writer, Roger Graham in Chicago -- 
who wrote for Ray Palmer by the way -- Meade said: 


"The idea of the Round Robin is about like this. It stands for 
what I call the new realism, or the higher realism. I mean, the 
realism which accepts a great mass of psychic and occult data as 
factual, as established, and deals with their implications ina 
cold- blooded way , without religionism, without 'uplift', without 
cultism, 


"And Round Robin does not want to argue the case for elementary 
psychic happenings. It is written for people who already know 
and accept such things. If people dont believe in survival and 
communication, in materialization, apports, levitation, ectoplas- 
mic phenomena and so on -- that is all right -- but let them go 
to ten thousand books dealing with such subjects. I dont give 

a hoot what they believe. 


And we find the same advanced, Aquarian Age point of view 
in Dr. Andrija Puharich as he talks to Howard Smukler, editor of 
the ''Journal of Occult Studies", Marc Seifer, parapsychology in- 
structor at the University of Rhode Island Extension, ,and Dennis 
Hauck, editor of "Official UFO Magazine"’.. (''Gnostica'’ Sept 1978) 


Doc: "I'll tell you why I'm optimistic. I think I have been 
privy to a lot of experiences which show me the power of the mind 
as manifested in these kids. The mind can override anything -- 
materialty, energy -- including nuclear weapons -- and so on. 

Now that is my starting point you see. That knowledge is Not 
classical physics, it is not classical biology, it's not classical 
anything. This is really a new point of view. The mind can over- 
ride anything; but higher minds can override and control anything. 
One of the powers that I see emerging in these people is that they 
will consciously guide their own evolution because they have the 
power to manipulate genetic makeup and whatever goes with it. -- 
as a superluminary function and a psychological function. 


Int: "Are you still dealing with these 34 kids?" 
Dee:  "Neah, it’s like a club.” 
Int: 'But even if you watch ‘Star Trek', occasionally Captain 
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Kirk is stuck in a society which is obviously below him but they 
get out of it." 


THE CREATOR OF "STAR TREK" DOESN'T BELIEVE IN FLYING SAUCERS! 


Doc: "But ‘Star Trek' is pretty primitive, basically -- very prim- 
itive compared to what I'm talking about. We dealt with Gene Rod- 
denberry, who'd been sitting right where you're sitting (in Dr. 
Puharich's home in Ossining, New York presumably), and so we talked 
about this as a matter of fact. 


"We wanted Gene to do a movie about these kinds of kids; so we sent 
him around the world for about six months meeting kids. We got 
them together with Geller and he watched metal bending and listened 
to the testimony about teletransportation, but he could not handle 
it. He freaked out. Reality could not be handled. 


""Gene,' I said, ‘why, on your TV show you have a teletransport, 
right? (The Transporter Beam) Do you believe in that? 


""Hell, no!' he said. 'That was the cheapest way I could think of 
to get the actors from one set to another." He had a very limited 
point of view." 


Disappointing, isn't it? That the creator of "Star Trek" has 
such a limited point of view? But that was your editor's experience 
when I first got into Flying Saucer research in Honolulu in the 
early 1950s. I expected science fiction writers and fans to be 
allies in the search for Truth, but I found that as a group they 
were the worst skeptics. Flying Saucer sightings and contacts were 
just that to them, Science Fiction! And the reality of space travel 
in particular and occult science in general is more awe inspiring, 
more frightening than any science fiction story ever written. 

That's why your editor is not a sci-fi fan; the truth is so much 
more entertaining; the de-mat and mat of Uri Geller on Nov. 9, 1973 
for instance. The story was too fantastic for Dr. Puharich to in- 
clude it in his book, "Uri"; but Geller reluctantly decided to add 
it to his book, "My Story". 


"I did some window browsing at Hammacher-Schlemmer's and then 
looked at my watch. I saw that it was nearly 6:00. I had to get 
back to the apartment and change, then get to the Biltmore. I often 
jog when I'm going places in New York, for the exercise, and since 
I didn't want to be late I started jogging about a block away from 
the apartment, which was east of Second Avenue and almost to First 
Avenue. It was now just a few minutes past 6:00 p.m. 


"Andrija was out at his home in Ossining, more than 30 miles 
away and about an hour away from Manhattan from door to door, either 
by train or by car -- sometimes longer during the rush hour. He 
told me later that he was lying on his bed watching the six o'clock 
news on TV and waiting to go to the station to pick up Solveig (his 
editorial assistant on ''Uri") when her train arrived at 7:04. 

I clearly remember approaching the canopy of the building right 
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next door to ours. I remember almost reaching the canopy. Then 

I remember the feeling that I was running backward for a couple of 
steps. I dont know whether I really did or not, but that was the 
feeling. Then I had the feeling that 1 was being sucked upward. 
There was no sensation in my body. I closed my eyes and, I think, 
opened them almost immediately. 


THAT 90° ORTHOROTATION WILL GET YOU, SOMEWHERE 


"When I did, I found myself being propelled in the air a foot 
or so away from a porch screen, over the top of a rhododendron 
bush, about to crash through the screen at a point 8 or 10 feet 
off the ground. To prepare for the impact I turmed my left shoulder 
toward the screen and put my hands out in front of me. I crashed 
through the screen and landed on a circular glass-top table. It 
was heavy plate glass. My hands hit it first and it slid forward, 
then hit the floor and shattered. My knee struck a wooden part 
of the table and the table toppled over. I landed on the floor 
of the porch. 


"I was conscious all through this, but slightly dazed when I 
hit the table and floor. My knee hurt and I was afraid to move 
in case I had broken any bones. But what shocked me was that I 
recognized the porch and the table because I knew them so well. 
This was Andrija's screen porch in Ossining -- there was no 
mistaking it. One moment I had been on the East Side of Manhat- 
tan. The next, I was crashing through the screen and hitting the 
table and floor. I called out loud as I could to Andrija, but 
there was no answer right away. 1 remember being cold and very 
thirsty. I still was afraid to move. 


"Andrija added more for me later. He had watched just about 
half of the six o'clock news. About 6:15 p.m. he heard a crash, 
followed by a thud, as if something hit the side of the house. 

He jumped up from his bed right away (his bedroom is on the se- 
cond floor, on the same side of the house as the porch) and began 
investigating through the house. Since it was a windy evening, 

he thought maybe the wind had caused a tree to topple against the 
house. He ran from room to room, on all three floors, but could 
not find anything wrong. Then he went out the front door to that 
porch. Although he couldn't see anything in the dark, he heard 

me calling him. To to get to the screened porch he had to go back 
into the house and through the dining room and study. 


"He threw on the light switch and opened the door to the porch. 
He told me he saw me lying in a heap beside the broken glass and 
table, and then looked up and saw a huge, gaping hole in the screen, 
which was pushed in from the top above his head level. He saw that 
I was holding a package, which contained the binoculars I had just 
bought in New York. 


"My mind had cleared enough by now to help him as he quickly 
checked me for broken bones and half dragged me to the couch in 
the study. Being a medical doctor he checked me thoroughly. There 
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didn't seem to be any injuries, and I didn't feel any pain except 
for my knee. I got up and walked around and felt shaky, but all 
right. ("Uri Geller, My Story", Praeger Publishers, New York 1975)

on the atom bomb. You could be a top man at MIT, feeling as though 
you had read everything in the journals and were up on everything, 
and know nothing about the biggest thing happening in the field.

But he made it his Dusiness 
to memorize every baseball statistic in the world. So he drives 
everybody nuts overcompensating to be normal. 


"I had another kid in England who's really cute. A little eleven- 
year-old kid who weighed about 80 pounds. Eis mother called me. 
I was on a TV program there. She said: "I have a space child who 


is bending golf clubs." I said: "How does he do it?” 'He watched 
Geller on TV and he loves golfing and gets out tnere and hits the 
ball farther than any pro on the course.’ And I said, ‘Then what? 


"So every time he hits it that far, like 300 yards, the colr club 
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bends; and I want you to stop it because it costs me eleven pounds 
a club. 


THE "WE'LL TRY ANYTHING" ATMOSPHERE OF THE UNITED STATES 


"I found this kid very interesting and I went out to see him last 
Saturday. He has seen spaceships all over the place. But a very 
down-to-earth English type, the pub-on-the-corner type. The 
whole family is surrounded by this stuff. All they want to do is 
save that eleven pounds per golf club. The kid will probably end 
up being a world golfing champ when he is fifteen. 


Int: "I'm very upset that the U.S.A. doesn't have its share." 


Doc: "America has a role. I couldn't have launched Uri without 
starting here. I tried Germany and England and Israel, and for- 
get it. Here at least we could gethim started (in scientific re- 
search) -- at SRI (Stanford Research Institute, Palo Alto, Cal.) 
where it created a stor." 


Doc's experience parallels that of H.P. Blavatsky a hundred 
years earlier, herself a Russian by birth. Under the guidance of 
the Mahatmas of the Himalayas she tried to found a borderland re- 
search organization in Cairo, Egypt, and failed. So, she was 
guided to come to America, to the much freer atmosphere of New 
York City where, with the help of Col. Olcott, she founded the 
Theosophical Society in 1875. 


Int: "That was such a short time ago (about five years). Lo 
you think the next five years of your life will be like the last 
five?" 


Doc: “It's an accelerated rate for me because, in the first place, 
there are more kids and they do more things, and there is more 

of a desire on their part to get together to do their thing. I 
cant just break them in and drop them somewhere. I have to rein- 
force them." 


Int: "Do they all have communication with Hoovah?" 


Doc: “No, that is just, one civilization; They are all from dir- 
ferent civilizations. I have only been studying very specially 
selected kids, and I see hundreds of them. I screen them. Il 
dont keep track. There are hundreds of thousands of kids. 


"When I travel I do radio and TV. They come to the studio and I 
find out which ones I can deal with. That's how I meet them; 
that's why they come from all over the world. They are always 
bouncing around. 


"I didn't find any in Egypt. That's funny. I went to a meeting 
in Cairo in May 1976,. and it was touted in the Arabic peper. I 
said, Hey, this is going to be a big meeting on the outer-space 
connection. But, it was some kind of evangelical church and the 
whole thing was a put-on. They were just using us to draw the 
people. There nothing about outer space or UFOs or anything.

Int: "How do these kids know they are space kids?" 

Doc: ''They have little flashes, little recollections, or they do 
things like bend metal. There are signs. Mest of them, inciden- 
aera) are not interested in metal-bending or teletransportation. 
They do it, but you know it is a throwaway kind of line with then. 
it's ne big thing. The big thing is their role in the world. hot 
to go into all the details, but they're mind-blowing 


"As one small sample of a kid who can do things. In cone this 
little eight-year-old kid suddenly revealed himself to his father, 
who 18 a psychiatrist « He told his dad where he came from; said 
not to tell his mother. ‘Dont tell anybody. And to prove it to 
you I'll show you something And the kid materialized a 20-foot 
willow tree in the front yard, with leaves and everything. Just 
like that. 'Do you believe me now, Pop?' Fop got on the phone 
at 2 am in the morning, absolutely freaked ouz, ~ and sa ay LOOK, 
I cant handle this.

Int: ‘Do you know the movie, 'Village of the Damned' or ‘Children 
of the Damned'?" 

Doc: "Oh, yes, I remember from years ago.” 

Int: "With your optimism, do you see it ending differently?” 

Doc: ''That film is very much like all these goddam UFC films. 


They always bring out the tanks and the cigar-chewing colonel. 
I mean, that happens only in Hollywood. It never happened it a 


single landing or space setting or experience that I knew about.” 


Int: "I was thinking of the theme of the film. A group of really 
sharp kids land in a really stupid world, and, instead of the 
world recognizing them. . . 


Doc: ''The world doesn't recognize them and obviously the world 
is threatened! This is why my book is going to be somewhat of 
a shock. In fact, I disguised all the kids because I dont want 
them liquidated. People would say that I am hallucinating to 
get a ‘of the reality.’ 


Int: "Is there one of these worlds that is close to us in evo- 
lution?”

AN ENORMOUSLY DISPASSIONATE INTEREST 


An excellent example of this is the experience of Chuck 
Doyle in Florence, Kentucky, May 10, 1975, as related to UFO 
researcher Leonard Stringfield and included in his book '"Situa- 
tion Red, The UFO Siege". Doyle went outside about 9 p.m. to 
bring his horse in from a little pasture. 


"The first indication that something alien was in the imme- 
diate vicinity was a buzzing sound like a swarm of bees. When 
he turned around he saw a stationary object, shaped like a Manta 
Ray, about 20 feet long and 10 feet from tip to tip. It was 
hovering over his neighbor's vegetable garden, about 80 feet away. . - 


"Chuck said the stationary UFO bobbed up and down like a cork 
on water, at which time he felt the ground vibrate. There were 
two distinct sources of light on the object. One, a green, glow- 
ing light, came from a rectangular section under the craft near 
the front. Its luminosity was like the 'diffused glow of heated 
metal, or like a green traffic light -- the rectangle was about 
eight feet long by four feet wide, faceted with circular lenses 
iM Frows« « « 


"'The other light came from the Manta's tail, which came out 
to a point like a needle. It was’a pulsating light, glowing a 
brick red. . . On the top, toward the front, was a raised por- 
tion, like a dome. .. the porch light and light from the win- 
dows reflected on the craft's body, which made its surface 
appear metallic green... 


"For the first two minutes or so,’ said Chuck, "I was so 
stunned I just froze.

"Lying dazed on the ground, Chuck said the terrible cold- 
ness left his body, and he realized he had bumped his nose and 
forehead.

My family 
was away. They didn't get home until after 11 o'clock. 


"Getting up from the ground, Chuck observed that the UFO 
was still in view, never changing from its original position. 
The green beam had vanished but the green rectangle and the red 
pointed tail were still aglow. 


"Probably it was only a minute after getting on my feet 
that the humming got louder. It became a high-pitched metallic 
sound. I could hear another sound, a constant drum, drum, drun. 
The craft then suddenly swung around until it pointed vertically, 
its tail down.

"Chuck recalls that, following the blur, there occurred a 
sudden purple soundless flash, a three or four-second lapse, then 
a loud thunderclap. The UFO was’ gone. It had become a dminishing 
red light in the night sky. He said it shot straight up, then 
appeared to curve and level off, then another flash,-this one 
white, about the size and brilliance of a first-magnitude star. 


"When it had all ended, Chuck stumbled into the house, sat 
down, trembled, then lay down feeling highly nervous. He did not 
call the police or even a neighbor or friend. 


""No one would believe me," he said. 


"When his parents came home he, still trembling and appre- 
hensive, went out to get the horse, Duke, and gave him water and 
grain. I asked him if noticed anything unusual about the horse. 
Chuck said that Duke's hair was wet from sweating, which indica- 
ted that he had been running. Chuck said that Duke frequently 
runs during the day, but thought it was unusual that he would 
be Sweating at that late hour. He checked his yard and the neigh- 
bor's garden the next day, looking for trace evidence. He found 
nothing unusual, nothing disturbed, no tree limbs broken, no fo- 
liage burns to the vegetables were present.

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THE DANGERS OF GOVERNMENT COOPERATION 


Back on page 18 the interviewers ask Dr. Puharich about his 
knowledge of psychics working with or cooperating with government 
agencies in their search for information not otherwise obtainable. 


Our advice to psychics is, 'Dont!" Look what happened to Doc 
himself, his home at Ossining torched and the flight to Mexico. 
Inevitably the psychic is going to come up with information so im- 
portant and so secret that it will be classified several grades 
above Top Secret. And inevitably the directors of the government 
agency will feel that the psychic must be kept under control for 
fear that he or she will sooner or later "leak'' the information 
to the public. One form of control is to program the psychic while 
under hypnosis or in trance to self-destruct when he or she is no 
longer useful to the government -- or a threat to it! 


This standard procedure was forcefully dramatized in a 1978 
movie entitled "The Fury". It starred Kirk Douglas, John Cassavetes, 
Carrie Snodgrass, Charles Durning and others. Mrs. Crabb and I saw 
a replay of the movie on television in October 1980. According to 
the brief review in the "Television Times": "A top-secret government 
agency kidnaps a teen-age boy who possesses psychic powers and his 
distraught father, who once worked for the agency, is determined to 
locate and rescue his son." (Week of Sept. 28 - Oct. 4) 


Without his knowledge of the inside workings of the agency the 
father, played by Kirk Douglas, wouldn't have been able to pull off 
the reverse kidnapping. Even so, the desperate adventure was bound 
to fail; for after the father got the boy home -- true to his pre- 
programming -- the boy ran up to the third floor of the house, clim- 
bed out a dormer window and jumped to his death before the dis- 
traught father could stop him. In total despair and frustration 
the father followed after to his own death. In the street below the 
government agents watched the tragic climax with considerable satis- 
faction and returned to headquarters to report for their next assign- 
ment. Indeed, for millions of TV viewers the lesson was driven home 
with savage fury. 


There is nothing new in this. From time immemorial the high 
priests of certain sacerdotal brotherhoods, East and West, have dil- 
igently sought out psychically gifted children in the families of 
their parishes and temples, and made the imperious demand that the 
child be dedicated to and given over to temple service, "to service 
to the Gods!"" But the real reason was that the high priest wanted 
the use of the child's unusual talents to keep secret surveillance 
of his enemies, and on the sayings and doings of the political lead- 
ers of the nation. 


"BEYOND TELEPATHY" 


Dr. Andrija Puharich boldly stated his belief in and under- 
standing of such surveillance possibilities in the introduction to 
his book, "Beyond Telepathy", published by Doubleday, New York, 1962: 
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"This book provides a journey that every man can follow. It is 
an exploration of the personal world of your own mind. If you be- 
lieve that this is not very interesting becaise your life has not 
been exciting, I want to show you that this is just not so. The 
nature of the individual mind is such that potentially every nook 
and cranny of the world can be reflected in it, and there are ways 
and means to experience this. .. " 


This proposition in 1962 was anathema to MIRO (the Military- 
Industrial-Religious Oligarchy) which runs America at a profit. The 
men who meet in the boardrooms of Wall Street, Chicago, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, Dallas, Houston, etc. and plan their subversive campaigns 
against the people, dont want outsiders prying into their secret 
activities. These men live in constant fear that they will be exposed. 
Their only recourse is to strike back at anyone who threatens to re- 
veal their evil manipulations. Nine years later Puharich discovered 
Uri Geller and demonstrated his psycho-kinetic powers to the world. 


CHARACTER ASSASSINATION 


MIRO struck back with a deliberate smear of fraud and deception 
in one of its chief mouthpieces, Time Magazine. Editor Jaroff was 
ordered to do a hatchet job on Geller after his PK abilities had been 
proven at Stanford Research Institute in Palo Alto, California; and 
Harold Putoff and Russell Targ had admitted publicly: "We have ob- 
served certain phenomena with the subjects (including Geller) for 
which we have no scientific explanation." 


Jaroff demanded their scientific data on Geller from them but 
they refused to release it until it was printed in the English "Na- 
ture" magazine. No American magazine would touch the story of the 
proof of the astounding abilities of this New Race super-kid -- pro- 
bably because of threat of punitive action from MIRO, which encouraged 
negative disclaimers from stage magicians like Randi, George Hyman of 
the University of Oregon, Martin Gardner of Scientific American, and 
George Lawrence of ARPA. Leon Jaroff based his lead article for 
"Time'' on their propaganda. 


The smear went to press March 2, 1973 but for some mysterious 
reason the presses refused to respond, much to the consternation of 
the editors and publishers of '"Time''! Was this a gentle but undeniable 
warning to the leaders of MIRO that they are not as all-powerful as 


they pretend to be? Looks like it. No wonder they live in fear! 


Here's the way Uri describes it in his book, "My Story", pub- 
lished by Prager, New York, 1975, on page 65: "Apparently some in- 
teresting things happened as the publication day for 'Time's' cover 
story approached. To give 'Time' magazine credit, these events were. 
described in the ‘Letter from the Publisher’ section in the front of 
the issue. The alamn-clock radio that 'Time's' science editor, Leon 
Jaroff, used to wake him up failed to go off three times in the week 
before publicatinn, making him late for work each of those days. But 
more astonishing, as 'Time' described it, both of the machines that 


print out 'Time’s' computerized copy processing system stopped work- 
= 96 


ing simultaneously against what 'Time' called ‘astronomical odds’, 
just at the moment that the psychic phenomenon story was being fed 
into it. Right after that, the IBM computer ‘in effect swallowed the 
entire cover story. It developed a flaw in its programming that sent 
the story circling endlessly through memo loops from which it could 
not be rescued’, ‘Time’ reported. It took thirteen hours to get the 
story running again." 

The synchronicity of this event, demonstrating the mind-over-matter 
power and forces of IS, must have been evident to the stumble-bum edi- 
tors and publishers of "Time"; but they would soon rationalize it away 
in an effort to hold on to what little sanity they have. It also re- 
affirms adherence to the cosmic law enunciated by Dr. Puharich back 
on page 3, non-interference with a person's free will; for "Time" did 
get its editorial filth out to the public. If human beings are ever 
to develop any strength of character, they must be allowed to do wrong 
as well as right, and to experience the consequences of their actions. 


MIND-OVER-MATTER, INCLUDING COMPUTERS 


MIRO was alerted to the security-threat of Uri Geller's psychic 
powers when he was being tested at Stanford Research Laboratories; for 
if he could bend metal at a distance, could he also wring the neck of 
a government agent? Dr. Puharich gives the basis for such fears in 
the book "Uri", page 217: "On the next day, Tuesday, November 14 (1972) 
an effort was made at SRI to see if the deformation -- or vanishing -- 
of a metal ring could be documented. To do this, an elaborate record- 
ing apparatus was used, called acoustic holography. This means that 
one of the scientists held a bonded metal ring underwater. Uri touched 
this ring with one finger. The entire procedure was scanned by sound 
waves which made a picture similar to an X-ray picture showing the 
bones of the hands and the metal ring. 


"The test was such that this ‘acoustic X-ray' picture was moni- 
tored on a television screen and videotaped. This was considered a 
"cheat-proof' method of validating whatever effects Uri produced on 
the ring. As Uri concentrated on this test, he exerted great effort, 
as he had with the magnetometer. As he did so, it was observed that 
Uri also affected the video tape recording and the image on the tele- 
vision screen. These two records showed a distortion of the TV screen 
image related to Uri's exertions. In addition it was seen that the 
brass ring was being flattened by Uri's 'mind power’. 


"As this experiment was being run for several hours, the scientists 
on the floor below Uri were having great problems. On this floor was 
located a bank of computers that belonged to the Advanced Research Pro- 
jects Agency, (ARPA) of the United States Department of Defense. One of 
these computers began to perform so badly on Monday, November 13 and 
Tuesday, November 14, at those hours during which Uri was working that 
it began to be useless. As the word spread through SRI about Uri's 
mental powers over the magnetometer, the metal rings and video record- 
ing systems, somebody got the idea that the computer malfunction might 
be caused by Uri. There was no proof that this was the case." 
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Maybe not proof for you and your fellow scientists, Doc, but 
proof | enough for MIRO, thus the character assassination attack in 
"Time" magazine and the torching of your home in Ossining, New York 
pla tae of research material going up in smoke! Thereby hangs 
a tale. 


CALL OFF YOUR DOGS, DAVID 


It was the West coast conference of the American Society of Dowsers, 
July 1, 2 & 3, 1982 on the campus of the University of California at 
Santa Cruz that we heard this apocryphal tale from the peripatetic 
Erwin Stark, dowser of renown and BSRF Associate. It seems that 
during a fairly recent visit to London, England, Dr. Andrija Puhar- 
ich had a chance meeting with banker David Rockefeller. He was sup- 
posed to have warned the financier that if the harassment didn't stop 
he would call on some of his super, New Race kids, to put a stop to it. 


"That's a choice item for the CQC section of the Journal if I ever 
hheard one," I laughed to Erwin, " -- if it's true!" 


Three weeks later it was the 1982 conference of the U.S. Psycho- 
tronics Association at the Colorado School of Mines campus , Golden, 
Colorado, 20 miles west of Denver, and your director was giving the 
same illustrated lecture, "The History of Radionics". Another spea- 
ker on the program was Dr. Andrija Puharich. I was looking forward 
to meeting him for the first time. It was neatly arranged by our 
Forces. I was late to lunch, standing at the end of the line in the 
cafeteria. Someone came up behind me. I turmed. It was he. There 
was mutual recognition and a warm exchange of greetings. We had lunch 
together. Of course I brought up Stark's London story. We had a good 
laugh and Doc, a journalist himself, was sorry to spoil it; but it 
had a basis in fact. 


"I was dining at the best restaurant in London. The owner is 
a good friend of mine. He asked me if I wanted to meet the two most 
unhappy men in the world, David Rockefeller and Henry Ford, who were 
Seca I was introduced to them. That was all. Very little was 
said. 


The basis for the other part of the story occurred in the United 
States. Through high level political contacts in Washington Andrija 
asked for and got a face-to-face meeting with certain CIA officials. 
He learned they were very unhappy over statements in his latest book 
-- the still unpublished one on Tesla, I believe -- that through bu- 
reaucratic bungling and general incompetence the CIA was years behind 
the Russian KGB in the development and use of strategic and tactical 
weapons in psychic warfare. ‘'Psychic warfare is raging now on this 
planet and eight nations are engaged in it," 


While we were eating, a comparatively young fellow, very serious 
and unsmiling, in casual civilian clothes, came_up to and spoke briefly 
to Dr. Puharich. Apparently they were on a first-name basis. Later 
Doc told me he was a Naval officer in the psychic warfare division. 
Afterward, just before a lecture, I saw this officer stand up by his

front-row seat, turn, and make a leisurely and thorough survey of 
every face in that lecture hall. Had the development of a photo- 
graphic memory been a part of his psychic training? Probably. 
Photographic Memory is and has been a part of Mystery School train- 
ing for thousands of years. The Brahmin priesthoad uses it; so Rud= 
yard Kipling stumbled on it in India and wrote it up in "Kim! s Game" 


The upshot of Puharich's meeting with CIA brass was that if he 
would lay off them, they would lay off him! But -- not to the extent 
allowing Doc's books to become available to the public again. He 
is tied up in writing- publishing contracts with Doubleday in New 
York. His earlier works, ''The Sacred Mushroom", "Beyond Telepathy" 
and "Uri" are all out of print, and they would all sell well IF 
Doubleday would be allowed to issue reprints; and of course the manu- 
scripts of his two later works, ''Time No Longer" and the book on WNi- 
kola Tesla are tied up in contracts, and unpublished. 


Nevertheless he continues his research and lecturing. The sub- 
ject of his illustrated lecture at the Psychotronics conference, 
Saturday morning, July 24th, was: "Chemical Com ounds May be Kecep- 
tors of Artificial ELF (Extreme Low Frequencies )' . The talk was 
highly technical but as I recall his lab equipment separated the 


hydrogen and oxygen in water and in the process -- under the in- 
fluence of the ELF waves of his own aura, and with mechanical sup- 
port? -- produced living micro-organisms. In other words, organic 


from inorganic matter. 


All of the lectures at the Conference were cassette taped -- 
and video-taped as well!; so copies can be obtained from Sec'y-

All my life assuring myself that they were sane despite 
the evidence (People couldn't BE as crazy as they seemed!) There 
MUST be a reason for their demands, rigidities, rutality, empti- 
ness, expectations, etc. . . so that mostly I've lived others lives 
at the cost of my own. Summer's physical crisis, from which I'm 
recovering too slowly, was largely a case of SSS -- St. Francis 
Self-neglect Syndrome. He died at 43 from serving others -- ex- 
haustion, malnourishment and ennui; so my mind missed the boat. 
Damn Christianity, inculcating the belief that you have to trample 
the physical temple to be holy! . . 


And again, the "Uri Geller" effects: ''Strong field disturbances.
